Three  outstanding  Kansas  Citians  will  be  honored  by 
Avila  at  the  Commencement  Exercises  on  May  30.  Sister 
Olive  Louise,  President,  will  confer  the  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  on  Charles  S.  Stevenson  in 
recognition  of  his  work  with  youth,  community  endeavors, 
education,  and  national  defense.  Len  Dawson  and  Rt.  Rev. 
Msgr.  Richard  J.  Schumacher  will  receive  the  Avila  Medal  of 
Honor,  Dawson  for  his  sportsmanship  and  team  leadership. 
Monsignor  Schumacher  for  his  priestly  dedication  to  his 
people. 

Charles  S.  Stevenson,  an  Executive  of  Hallmark  Cards, 
Inc.,  until  his  recent  retirement,  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Avila  Board  of  Councilors  and  has  served  in  an  advisory 
capacity  for  three  other  colleges.  For  fifteen  years, 
Stevenson  was  civilian  aide  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Army; 
and  in  recognition  for  his  services  he  received  the 
Distinguished  Civilian  Service  Award,  the  army's  highest 
civilian  award. 

He  organized  and  served  as  president  of  the  Armed 
Forces  Council,  People  to  People  Movement,  National 
Office  Management  Council,  and  the  Dugout  Club  of  the 
Kansas  City  Royals.  He  has  written  over  400  articles  for 


newspapers  and  magazines.  He  is  an  active  member  of 
many  business,  education,  religion,  and  government 
organizations. 

Len  Dawson,  famed  quarterback  of  the  Kansas  City 
Chiefs,  has  made  a major  contribution  to  sports  in  the 
Midwest.  With  the  Chiefs  for  eight  years  and  a pro  for 
fourteen  years,  Dawson  has  received  multiple  professional 
honors,  established  a long  list  of  firsts,  and  has  played  with 
equal  success  on  the  AFL  and  the  NFL.  In  the  keen  com- 
petition of  professional  football,  Dawson  ranks  right  at  the 
top  with  his  team,  the  Kansas  City  Chiefs. 

Monsignor  Schumacher  has  worked  in  the  diocese  of 
Kansas  City  since  the  time  of  his  ordination  in  1936. 
Originally  from  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  he  did  graduate  study  at 
the  Catholic  University  of  America,  earning  his  Licentiate  in 
Canon  Law  in  1943.  His  duties  in  Kansas  City  have  been 
both  administrative  and  pastoral.  He  has  served  as 
chancellor  of  the  diocese  and  has  been  vicar  general  since 
1956.  On  May  5,  he  was  honored  as  Knight  of  the  Grand 
Cross  by  His  Eminence,  Eugene  Cardinal  Tisserant,  who 
came  to  Kansas  City  from  Rome  to  bestow  this  honor. 
Monsignor  Schumacher  is  pastor  of  St.  Elizabeth  Church.
